POLISH GOVERNMENT, TRADE UNION FAIL TO AGREE 
OWOs0602 Beijing XINHUA Domestic Service in Chinese 1605 GMT 3 Oct 80 


Text | Warsaw, 2 Oct (XINHUA)=-After failing to reach an agreement in 
the recent talks between their representatives, the independent and 
self-governing "Unity" trade union in Gdansk, Poland and the Polish 
government issued a bulletin and a statement respectively to explain 
their stands. The bulletin issued by the independent and self- 
governing "Unity" trade union on 1 October said: Deputy Premier 
Jagielski and representatives of the party and government authorities 
met with the delegates of the Presidium of the Joint Founding Committee 
for Independent and Self-governing Trade Unions headed by Walesa in 
dansk. The delegates of the presidium had hoped the government would 
announce some concrete measures to obviate the difficulties in founding 
and carrying out the activities of independent and self-governing trade 
unions by giving them access to mass media and considering their request 
concerning a basic pay raise. 


The bulletin said: However, the plan put forward by the government 
contained neither any government decision on the questions already dis- 
cussed nor any promises by the government. 


The bulletin continued: The presidium of the joint founding committee 

is not responsible for the failure to reach an agreement in the talks. 
The presidium reiterates the independent and self-governing trade union's 
willingness to work together with the government to overcome the current 
crisis on the condition that the previously reached agreement is upheld 
and fulfilled. The independent and self-governing trade union's annouce- 
ment on a nationwide l-hour warning strike is not tantamount to breaking 
off the agreement; it is a protest against the creation of conditions 
obstructing the fulfillment of the agreement. 


At a press conference held in Warsaw on the afternoon of 2 October, the 
Polish government press spokesman, (Jay Balayski), read a government 

statement on the fulfillment of the agreement concerning the resumption 
of work by the workers. He said: The Polish government has in the past 
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made many decisiona toward implenenting the agreement. However, s0..< 
of them have not been carried out because of the following two reasons: 
Firat, some decisions which involve lawa and decrees, such aa the labor 
law, can be carried out only after the lawa and decrees are revised; 
second, the workers of certain unite have put forth a demand which is 
not included in the agreement, 


Concerning the government's policy toward two types of trade unions, 
(falayeaki) said both new and old trade unions are equal and neither 

one will be discriminated against. It ia impossible for the government 
to consult, io making every decision, with trade union founding commit- 
tees which represent only a minority of workers.

PAKISTAN ON SOVIET DESIGNS IN GULF--Beijing, October 4 (XINHUA) --Pakis- 
tan President Mohammed Ziaul Haq claims, “The Soviet Union is trying to 
break down the back door to the Persian Gulf," according to an UPI re- 
port received here today. The agency report is based on an interview 
with the president in yesterday's NEWSWEEK magazine, during which he 
pointed out that this “back door opens on Pakistan and Iran." He de- 
clared, "Pakistan is only one potential target for the Soviet attackers," 
and warned that, “strategically and militarily the Soviet Union is now 
physically capable of interfering--if they wish--in Iran." President 
Zia drew attention to a recent helicopter gunship attack on Pakistan, 
which is across the border from Afghanistan. He stated that although 
the helicopter bore Afghan markings, it was actually carried out by a 
Soviet crew. He said, “It was not only a clear message but real arm- 
twisting, telling me to be a good boy.” He believes tue Russians intend 
to stay in Afghanistan indefinitely and “they want Pal.istan to know that 
if it opposes their designs, they will come in and sort us out.” [Text]

|Article: "Party Organizations at All Levels Throughout the City Pay 
Close Attention to Rotational Training of Party Members Well") 


[Text] Since the beginning of this year, party organizations on ali 

leveis in Shanghai have paid close attention to training of Communist Party 
members by stages and in groups, and after several months of efforts, they 
have obtained relatively notable results. At present, in accordance with 
the requirements of the Fifth Plenary Session of the llth Party Central 
Committee and the plans laid down by the municipal party committee, party 
organizations on all levels are strengthening leadership, continue to pay 
close attention to and take charge of rotational training for party men- 
bers, and determinedly build the Shanghai party organization to greet the 
calling of the 12th Party Congress. 


At the end of last year, to suit the shift in emphasis of the work of the 
whole party and guarantee the thorough implementation of the party Line, 
the propaganda department and organization department of the Shanghai 
Municipal Party Committee sent joint notices to party organizations on all 
levels requiring the universal training by stages and in groups for all 
the party members in the city and the development of a single in-depth 
ideological and political education. The propaganda department and the 
organizational department took the lead by holding a series of lectures 
on “Basic Knowledge of the Party," which had trained more than 1,800 in- 
structors for training courses throughout the city by May. Party schools 
of all prefectures, counties, and divisions also separately held classes 
to train the mainstay forces and create conditions for rotational training 
of party members. Party organizations of all systems and all departments 
separately adopted various forms, such as spare-time training, short 
training courses, and assembly classes with separate discussions to carry 
out the rotational training. According to statistics on the eve of 1 July, 
2,786 units at the level of an independent general party branch and above, 
85 percent of the total number of such unite in the city, had developed 
training programs and provided rotational training to almost 150,000 party 
members.

the Communist Party Central Committee Chreaded throughout the course of 
the training. Many new party members, after participating in the rota-

Firet, it stressed education in the ideological line and the political 
line, and further unified the thinking of the broad party membership be- 
hind the party line. When analyzing some of the party's present internal 
problems, party organizations on all levels universally recognize that 
fundamentally, internal party problems are all produced by departure from 
or opposition to the party's ideological line, political line, or organi- 
rational line. Because of this, in the rotational training of party mem- 
bers, all units have made the uniform understanding of the party's ideo- 
logical line, political line, and organizational line the fundamental 
objective of the current ideological and political education, and through 
conscientious study by the broad party membership of the documents of the 
Third, Fourth, and Fifth Plenary Sessions of the Centrai Committee and 
Comrade Deng Xiaoping's important report on “The Present Situation and 
Mission,” further unite the thinking of the party members behind the party 
line, and raise everyone's determination, activism, and creativity to im- 
plement the four modernizations. There are some party members in the 
Jing'an Ward service company who formerly were very confused about party 
line and policy; some were affected relatively deeply by the pernicious 
influence of the ultra-leftist line, their thinking not liberated, er- 
roneously believing that "the party's line has turned to the right, its 
policies are off center, and the direction is in error.” In the party 
member education, the party committee of the company aimed at this think- 
ing, selected some fundamental questions, organized the party members to 
study them, and on the basis of this clarification of basic principle, led 
the party members to integrate it with the reality at their enterprise, 
making detailed accounts and comparisons, receiving their education from 
4 large emount of facts and recognizing the correctness of the party line 
and policies. Everyone said that in the future, when they view circum 
stances, consider problems, or manage affairs, they will certainly uphole¢ 
seeking truth from facts and will steadfastly implement the party line. 
One party member at che Shanghai Fourth Construction Engineering Company 
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joined in he activities of the so-called "democratic faction" and "hoid= 
era of difierent political opinions” behind the back of the party organi- 
zation in direct opposition to the four basic principles and the spirit 
of the Third Plenary Session of the Lith Party Central Committee. The 
company party committee seized on this question and conducted ideological 
and political education at an internal party assembly, leading the party 
members to distinguish clearly between liberation of thinking and uphold- 
ing the four besie principles, between socialist democracy and bourgeois 
democracy, and between respect for the rights of party members and rigor 
ous enforcemen’ of party discipline, these three areas, to make the broad 
membership of ‘ve party understand that the minimum condition for being a 
quaiified par y member is to maintain political unity with the Party Cen- 
tral Commicctee, 


Second, they developed criticism and self-criticism and reached a prac- 
tical solution tor the problems of being a qualified party member by em- 
ploying the meihodse of a minor rectification. Each unit, on the founda- 
tion of its organization of document study by party members and the rais- 
ing of their awareness, also led everyone, on the basis of the content of 
the draft revision of the party constitution and the provisions of "Several 
Criteria Concerning Political Life in the Party," to compare and examine 
their own work, ideology, and style. The broad membership of the party 
universally took "Criteria" as a mirror and used the standards for party 
members as a yardstick in conscientiously measuring whether they them- 
selves were qualified or not, or in what areas they were qualified and in 
what areas they were still not qualified. At the same time, between com 
rades they carried on a mild and comradely criticism and self-criticism 

to praise good points and overcome deficiencies, and to correct all manner 
of unhealthy tendencies. At the same time as they carried on positive 
education, the rotational training classes of some companies in the foreign 
trade system adopted a method of “four observations and four examinations,” 
which is: examine the motives for joining the party, look at faith in com- 
munist affairs; examine party-oriented self-cultivation, look at signs of 
factionalism in oneself; examine concern for the party, look at expressions 
of disorganization and undisciplined behavior in oneself; examine the role 
of party members and look at oneself to see in which areas one is unquali- 
fied. Aiming at the questions raised by the “four observations and four 
examinations,” they led everyone to develop criticism and self-criticism 
with respect to "Criteria" and the standards for a party member, helping 
many party members to raise their awareness. Through the rotational 
training, there was a striking transformation in 16 out of 18 party men- 
bers in a foreign trade transportation company who had exhibited rela- 
tively conspicuous factionalisn. 





Third, they stressed "Begin with myself, begin with right now," and fully 
developed the party members’ function as vanguard exemplars. In the rota- 
tional training, many units combined the conducting of education for party 
members with the solution of the principal internal party problems and 
scressed “Begin with myself, begin with right now." After the rotational 
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training, the party members of these units showed notable progress in 
developing their function as vanguard exemplars. After going through 
rotational training, the broad membership of the party at Nanxiang [0589 
5046) station in the Shanghai Raiiway Sub-bureau fully developed thet: 
party members’ exemplar leading function in the employee promotion work 
this year. Many party members said, “We don't compete in the area of 
wages, but in what contribution we can make to the four modernizations.' 
All of the party members at the station have completed more than 600 con- 
secutive days of work without an accident. Many unite have also proposed, 
in the course of the rotational training, “Begin with the rotational 
training, begin with a single drop," and there have been great changes 

in che mental attitude of many party members. There were 567 party nen- 
bere from Shanghai Cotton Mill No 31 participating in the rotational train- 
ing, half action and half study, and within 3 months they had performed 
more than 2,000 good deeds for the collective and for the people. 


All of the party organizations in Shanghai are determined to continue to 
pay close attention to this work in the second half year and secure even 
better development of the core leadership of party committees on all levels 
in the socialist modernization, develop the function of the party branch 

as a fortress, develop the vanguard exemplar function of Communist Party 
members, continuously improve the fighting strength of the party, and build 
the Shanghai party organization really well.

LMPORTANCE OF IDEOLOGICAL, POLITICAL WORK STRESSED

[Text] Under the new circumstances of the four modernizations, how to ad- 
vance the good administration of ideological and political work is a new 
subject requiring study and solution that has been placed before our plants 
and enterprises. 


There are no longer very many people who will say publicly that ideological 
and political work is not necessary or not important, and everyone says 
that managing affairs according to economic laws is no substitute for ide- 
Ological and political work; everyone says that ideological and political 
work is very important, and should be strengthened, not weakened. However, 
in the actual work, ideological and political work has still been neglected, 
or pushed to one side, and political work personnel are “impressed" into 
other work. The occurrence of these circumstances is evidence that some 
comrades still do not have sufficient appreciation of the importance of 
ideological and political work in the new period; on the other hand, judg- 
ing by most of the units, the problem is that since the breaking up of the 
so-called ideological and political work done by Lin Biao and the "gang of 
four," we still have not found a method or approach to ideological and 
political work that suits the requirements of the new period, and we don't 
know, after all, how we should do it. Because of this, we must change the 
circumstances under which we give lip service to “importance” and in real- 
ity say “not wanted," and on the one hand must raise the appreciation of 
the importance of ideological and political work in the new period, on the 
other hand study methods of administering the ideological and political 
work, establish a relevant system for ideological and political work, and 
give the ideological and political work a procedure to follow, and that 
can be used effectively in the actual work. 


The key here is that we must study how, under the new circumstances of 
economic construction, to really insert the ideological and political work 
into the economic work, to conduct the ideological work well within the 
economic work, and to solve the new problems that occur in economic activ- 
ities to get public opinion to support, and prepare the public for, the 
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new economic policies and new economic measures. At present there is also 
the situation, for example, that when a tributary problem arises in the 
ourse of work on sucheand=auch a sew economic measure, some comrades will 
become heavyhearted and will doubt the new economic measure, believing 
that che solution of problema must etiil depend on ideological and polit- 
cal work, as though ideological and political work were to correct devia- 
lone in economic work. This view deserves study. Problems that occur 
secause the economic work is still not perfect in some areas or stiil has 
some deficiency cannot be solved solely through ideological and political 
wotk. Ideological and political work is no substitute for economic work. 
rrobiems in economic work can only be solved by adopting appropriate eco- 
nomic policies or economic measures on the basis of a clarification of 
che reasons for the problems. The task of ideological and political work 
isn to clarify, with regard to theory and with regard to ideological per- 
eption, what is the nature of the new problems that appear in the eco- 
omic work, How should they be perceived? How to solve them? This so 
is to talse people's ideological consciousness and level of perception, 
sjopt correct methods and attitudes, and promote the obtaining of solu- 
tions that accord with economic law. In the course of the four moderniza- 
tions, the economic work may encounter a great many new circumstances and 
produce many new problems. The study of new circumstances and the solution 
of new problems must depend on strong and forceful ideological and polit- 
{cal work to unify ideological perception and mobilize positive elements 
on all sides to ineure the successful implementation of the four moderniza- 
Cions. 


The enterprise "Political Work Regulations” formulated and given a trial 
implementation by the Yangzhou Agricultural Chemicals Plant are their 
aratifying exploration into the new theme of how to conduct ideological 
and political work in the new period. This spirit of courage in putting 
into practice is what is needed to accumulate and create new experience 
in the ideological and political work of the new period and is worthy of 
strong recommendation.

EXAMPLE OF EMPEROR TALZONG IN HIRING TALENTED PEOPLE URGED 
Nanjing QUNZHONG LUNCONG [MASS FORUM] in Chinese No 1, Jan 80 pp 150-151 


[Article by Chen Jiantang [7115 1696 1016]: "On Emperor Tangtaizong's 
Ability to Hire Talented People and Accept Their Advice") 


(Text) Emperor Taizong of the Tang dynasty was very fond of Wei Zheng. 
When Wei Zheng died "Taizong came personally and wept bitterly." He de- 
creed that "Wei Zheng be buried close to his own, the emperor's, resting 
place on Mount Zhaoling."” "Taizong went up the Yuanxi tower to watch the 
funeral and cried. He ordered all his court officials to escort Wei's 
body beyond the city gates. The emperor personally composed funeral 
dirges and the inscription to be carved on Wei's gravestone." "Wei Zheng 
has died, the Emperor never ceases to think of him. He went up to the 
Lingyange gallery to view the portrait and composed a poem to mourn hin." 
The reason why Taizong so grievously mourned Wei Zheng was not that their 
relationship was an intimate friendship, but rather that with Wei Zheng's 
death the emperor had lost a mirror. Taizong had repeatedly told his 
ministers: "A mirror of copper is useful to adjust one's attire and head- 
gear; a mirror of olden times is useful to impart knowledge of the rise 
and fall of states; a human mirror is useful in reflecting one's merits 
and demerits. I have had all these three mirrors to help me guard against 
adversities. Alas, with the death of Wei Zheng I have lost one of the 
mirrors!" 


It truly deserves our admiration that a feudal lord like Taizong attached 
such great importance to this kind of mirror and used Wei Zheng as such. 
Wei Zheng was not a minister from among Taizong's old cronies and also not 
favored with special patronage. Wei Zheng had originally been an under- 
ling of Li Mi, a leader of an army of rebellious peasants in the waning 
years of the Sui dynasty. After defeat and surrender, he became counselor 
to the crown prince Li Jiancheng who was a political adversary of Taizong. 
At that time “Wei Zheng had frequently urged crown prince Jiancheng to 

do away with Prince Qin (i.e. Li Shihmin)." Jiancheng was assassinated 

in the Xuan-wu Gate incident, and Li Shihmin assumed the position of crown 
prince. The second year thereafter, when Li Shihmin became emperor, he 
not only left Wei Zheng unharmed but appointed him to high offices, namely 
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to be remonstrating counselor, secretary of state, inspector general, and 
imperial minister, all very important positions. The emperor furthermore 
enobled Wei Zheng with the tities Grand Tutor to the Crown Prince and Duke 
of Zheng principality. 


That Taizong valued Wei Zheng to such an extent was out of the emperor's 
consideration for the consolidaticn and preservation of his feudal dynastic 
rule. Taizong had seen with his own eyes the destruction of the Sui 
dynasty and had assessed well the experiences of good and bac government 
throughout the eight centuries since the Qin and Han dynasties. He had 
become deeply convinced of the importance of two never-to-be-abandoned 
principles that could consolidate his own feudal rule, namely that it is 
imperative to pick out and hold on to able men as assistants and that 
remonstrances must always be heeded. Taizong was an outstanding person- 
ality among all the feudal rulers due to his ability to employ capable 
men and heed their remonstrances. 


fhe {mportant thing in the employment of men is the ability to evaluate 
men. A man must be correctly analyzed, his qualities clearly discerned 
ind he must then be placed into the very position where he will function 
most effectively. Taizong had excellent judgement in this respect. He 
once said: "Officials must be selected without haste or impetuosity. 

Once a superior man has been installed, he will draw in other superior 
ven. Once an inferior man has been installed, he will draw in other in- 
ferior men." He drew another analogy by saying that raising weeds that 
look like rice is bound to harm the crop. Handing bounties to scoundreis 
will drive away good an’ faithful men. it is therefore essential to recog- 
nize men and to be able to place them correctly. On the other hand it is 
also necessary to open wide all avenues, not to stick to one pattern but 
to employ men only in consideration of their abilities. Taizong said: 
"Considering how wide the world is, why be anxious to decide on one single 
person? I measure and select the talents of the world to handle the af- 
fairs of the empire, they are installed in their positions and entrusted 
with responsibilities, each exerting his best efforts, thus conforming 
with the principle of reason." 


Among the men employed by Taizong there were landlords of various clans, 
generals of rebellious peasant armies, officials that had come over from 
the Sui dynasty, even people from poor families and of slave origin, as 
well as many men from fraternal nationalities. Taizong's opinion on Wei 
Zheng was: “In those past days when he worked with all his heart in the 
service of the then crown prince, he was truly detestable," but because 
"Wei Zheng is a genius in handling state affairs and is also of an un- 
flinching upright character," the emperor did not keep alive the grudge 
against Wei Zheng and employed him in important positions. 


To heed remonstrances was another special characteristic of Taizong. As 
Sima Guang correctly expressed it: "Taizong would not use great talents 
of the world at his own private will and whim to eliminate the sources of 








disaster ond turmoil; this can really be called farsighted planning!" Wei 
cheng regularly redressed improper actions by Taizong and could talk to 

the emperor's face directly, remonstrating with him. The reason why Wei 
could do it was that "if an emperor encourages his minister to speak out, 
he will dare to remonstrate, but if an emperor will not heed remonstrances, 
would a minister dare to repeatedly offend his majesty?" It is therefore 
clear that only when remonstrances are heeded with an open mind, will men 
dare remonstrate, and only then will enlightenment be gained by seeing 

both sides of a problem. 


In 639 We. Zacng compared the earlier and the later 10 years of the Zhen- 
guan era and pointed out that Taizong had not been able to maintain probity 
and prudence throughout his rule, and that the emperor was gradually devel- 
oping a morai depravity. Wei then advised the emperor in these extreme 
terms: ‘Comparing your majesty's administration with that at the beginning 
of the Zhen-guan era, there are 10 faults." Wei Zheng made no secret in 
pointing out the series of faults and his memorial was extremely sharp and 
biting. After he read it, Taizong said: "Today I was told my faults. Il 
want to change and walk to the end of the road of goodness. If I should 
break my promise, I would have no face to meet you! Your memorial will 

be inscribed on a screen which I shall see every morning and every evening. 
lt will also be recorded by the historian to show the proper relationship 
between rulers and ministers for the benefit of future generations." 


In the feudal era of China, the emperor wielded the great power over life 
and death. If Taizong was exceptional ‘u that he heeded advice and criti- 
cism for the long duration of 17 years until Wei Zheng's death and all 
this time entrusted Wei Zheng with high offices, this is a most unusual 
occurrence. The “good government of the Zhen-guan era," as it appears in 
history (627-649), is inseparably linked with Taizong's enlightened mea- 
sures of employing capable men and of taking heed of their advice. 


Times have changed. The work style of members of the Communist Party is 
to maintain close links with the masses, to carry out a system of demo- 
cratic centralism, of consulting with the masses in case of any new prob- 
lems, of widely heeding criticism by the masses, and of speaking out on 
whatever comes to one's knowledge and say it without reserve, to blame not 
the speaker but be warned by his words. The party has given supervisory 
power to the revolutionary masses of 1 billion people. The revolutionary 
masses of 1 billion people are the “remonstrating counselors" of our days, 
but there are still a great number of impediments and many blocked chan- 
nels in the way of effectively handling the relationships between cadres 
and the masses and between upper and lower ranks, also in the way of appro- 
priately instituting organizational lines for the employment of capable 
men, etc. We fear that unless much energy is expended, success can hardly 
be achieved. ‘Take history as a mirror." Taizong and Wei Zheng, impor- 
tant personalities on the historical stage 1,300 years ago, can indeed 
serve in our days as examples to help us remedy our defects and rectify 
abuses.

After the emphasie of party work was transferred to economic construction, 
is ideological and political wore still needed? How should it be ap- 
proached’? arly thie year, the general party branch of the Yangehou Agri- 
cultural Chemicals Plant discussed thie question several times, and they 
ate to the conclusion that not only wae ideological and political work 
atill needed after the transfer of the emphasis of the work, it ought to 
be conscientiously strengthened. However, we certainly can no longer use 
the methods of the “gang of four” in carrying out ideological and political 
work, and we gust adapt to the requirements of the new period. Then, what 
must we do after all to make the ideological and political work adapt to 
the requirements of the new period? The enterprise “Political Work Regu- 
lations” is one result of their exploration of this area. 


Poginning early thie year, these “Political Work Regulations” have been 
formulated, revised, simultaneously revised and practiced, and most re- 
cently passed and put into trial operation, ali of which has occupied a 
period of several months.

tent of enterprise political work provides: 1. Propagandiaing of the 

party line, guiding principles, and policies, and the regular and oriented 
conduct of education in upholding the four basic principles and current 
political affairs, ete, constantly raising the workers’ ideological con- 
sciousness; 2, Cultivate and develop “honest in three waye and strict in 
four aspects, arduous struggle, aad other such good traditions and style 
among the wor’ ra, 3, Mobilige and organize the workers to study technology, 
study culture, study vocational subjects, and study science; 4, Manage the 
plant's publie security work well; 5, Strengthen the establishment of the 
party, @anage education in party subjects well, and develop the function 

of the party branch as a fighting force and the function of Communist Party 
members as Vanguard exemplars; 6, Develop democracy and protect the rights 
and interests of the workers, 





The "Political Work Regulations” formulated by the Yangzhou Agricultural 
Chemicals Plant have the following two characteristics: One is that the 
guiding ideology ie clear and definite, that it should fit in with the 
reality of the enterprise. The “Regulations” stress that enterprise polit- 
ical and ideological work must be done in combination with productive work, 
that what must be done is to center things on the central tasks, center 
them on production, center them on management of the enterprise, and not 

do the kind of formalist things or use the “air to air” methods that were 
used formeriy. 


The clauses in the “Regulations” come principally from the reality of the 
plant. farly this year, there were some comrades at the plant who felt 
that in the future, employees’ activism could be motivated by means of 
awards, and there would be no further need for ideological work. The gen- 
eral party branch at the plant organized everyone to study the concerned 
party and government stipulations and clarify the relationship between 
the use of material incentives and good ideological and political work, 
and to raise everyone's recognition that they must pay attention to good 
ideological and political work in the course of awarding bonuses. A sum- 
mary of this experience formed a clause and became part of the content of 
the “Regulations.” 


The second striking characteristic of the "Regulations" is that it stresses 
the central things and demands concreteness.

TIANJIN FACES PROBLEM OF POPULATION EXPLOSION 
Tianjin TIANJIN RIBAO in Chinese 11 Jul 80 p 2

Committee; ‘lt ls Necessary To Strictly Control the Urban Population") 


[Text] Since the PRC's founding, Tianjin's population has grown too fast. 

By the end of 1978, the size of the population in Tianjin was 7,394,000, 
which represents an increase of 3,399,000 over 1949's 3,995,000, This means 
that Tianjin's average population growth rate was 2.1 percent a year, passing 
the nation's average mark of 2 percent, By the end of 1979, the number of 
people who lived in Hedong and Hangu districts was 3,314,000, a net gain of 
1,418,000 over 1949's 1,896,000; from the end of 1949 to the end of 1979, 

the number of people on the outskirts of Tianjin rose from 536,000 to 1,533,000, 
registering a net gain of 997,000, During the same period, counties under 
the jurisdiction of Tianjin Muncipality registered an increase of 984,000 

in population from 1949's 1,563,000 to 1979's 2,547,000, The population in 
the downtown Tianjin area was 2,956,000 by the end of 1979, compared with 
1.79 million by the end of 1949, indicating a net gain of 1,166,000. 


This rate of population increase in Tianjin, which seems to be too high, 
was reportedly caused by the rapid growth of production, economic prosperity 
in the urban area of Tianjin, the people's improved standard of living, 
improvements in medical care, hygiene and sanitation and a drastic decline 
in the death rate, since Liberation. Other causes for this increase were 
said to be stemming from Tianjin's failure in the 1960's to undertake the 
planned parenthood program and to control the population growth, During 
this period, anarchism leda to a serious baby boom, From 1950 to 1953, an 
average of 167,600 new babies were born in Tianjin each year; from 1964 to 
1979, the new born babies averaged 110,100 a year, Migrations have also 
been blamed for Tianjin's population explosion, From 1949 to 1979, migra- 
tions into Tianjin from other parts of the country exceeded the exodus of 
local population by 467,000, In 1979 alone, the former exceeded the latter 
by 139,000. 


This population explosion has caused a series of problems for the Tianjin 
municipal departments in charge of urban development, industrial zoning, 
and residential housing projects. Today, an average Tianjin resident 
occupies much less floor space than in the early days of Liberation. Each 
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day, there are approximately 210,000 walkers from their homes to offices 
within the city Limits, City buses are overcrowded with commuters, This 
reminds ue of the urgent need to control Tlanjin's population, 


lt ie necessary to atrictly control the population in the downtown |‘ianjin 
area, which should not be allowed to exceed 3 million, This is really a 
Jiffleult task to perform, How can we achieve this? 


‘iret, our primary task must be to further slow down the birthrate through 
the implementation of a planned parenthood program under which each couple 
is encouraged to bear only one child, Further efforts must be made to 
gradually increase the proportion of families with each raising one child 
and reduce the number of families each of which wants to bear two children 
‘vy more, This is the only alternative open for us to cut Tianjin's popula- 
tion, and a fundamental guarantee to maintain the rate to Tianjin's popula- 
tion increase at the present level by the end of this century. In implementing 
toe planned parenthood program, we must back up an ideological education 
program with an economic incentive measure to commend those couples who 
Limit their family size to one child and punish others who swell their 
family seize to two children or more, 


Second, efforts must be made to strictly control migrations into Tianjin 
‘Nunteipality, The past record shows only entries without exodus in the 
movement of Tianjin's population, This situation should be stopped by all 
means at our disposal, In order to strictly control migrations into this 
city, a stringent measure should be adopted to process the mandatory 
transfer of workers to Tianjin, 


hivd, in the future, measures must be adopted to ban the building of new 
tactories in the downtown Tianjin area and to move some existing factories 
and enterprises which pollute the urban environment out of the city. New 
satellite towns or communities should be built around the metropolitan area 

in addition to those now under construction in Tanggu, Hangu and Dagang. In 
the future, all new industrial projects should be located in these towns to 
be built. Effective measures should be taken to evacuate some residents 

from the densely populated downtown Tianjin area. A related policy of economic 
incentives should be adopted to induce residents to move out of there,

AVERAGE LIFE EXPECTANCY PASSES 70 YEARS IN CHINA

[News report: ‘Life Expectancy Exceeds 70 Years in Most of China") 


[Text| Average Life expectancy in most of China has passed the mark of 

70 years and has reached the world's advanced levels, Acc »rding to the 
incomplete statistics released before Liberation, the average life expectancy 
in urban and rural China was nearly 40 years, This conclusion was drawn 

from essays read at the First National Conference of Health Statisticians 

and Academicians sponsored by the All-China Medical Society. 


A total of nearly 50 essays which reflect a marked improvement in the level 
of China's health statistical work were read at that academic conference 
recently held in Harbin, Many of these essays resulted from a profound 
analysis and study of the health conditions of people in urban and rural 
China, Major subjects of discussion at the conference were how to forecast 
the future trends of population growth and how to study the health conditions 
of residents and workers. 


Health statistics is a branch of science applying statistical principles and 
methods to studying the social health conditions and laws governing their 
changes. Representatives attending the conference also discussed at great 
length research work to be conducted by the health statisticians in relation 
to other branches of science. Most of the representatives advocated 
including medical statistical methocs, statistics of the health conditions 
of residents, and of health institutes in the branch of health statistics. 
In addition to urging the medical researchers to attach importance to the 
statistical work, they suggested that conscientious efforts be made by 
departments concerned with statistical work to carry out the State Council's 
decision on strengthening the statistical work, and increasing the number of 
statisticians and on widely disseminating health statistical knowledge among 
the people, 


The conference concluded by adopting a resolution to establish a health 
statistical group under the All-China Medical Society,

ERROR OF NOT HIRING MOSLEM WORKERS CORRECTED

[Text] Editor's Note: With the assistance of concerned departments of 
Hebei Province, North China Oil Field corrected in time the error of not 
\iring Moslems during its worker recruitment; this solemn and serious 
attitude of knowing one's mistake and rectifying it immediately is 
commendable. 


Today, practices of discriminating againsc minority nationalities or 
violating the Party's nationality policy in student recruitment, worker 
recruitment, cadre promotion, admission into the army and work of the 

like still occur from time to time, and some cases have even been rather 
serious. Will it be possible for leaders of these localities or departments 
to adopt effective measures and make quick corrections just like the North 
China Oil Field? We hope that this report can serve the purpose of 
enlightening them. We think this is a question which touches on nationality 
equality and nationality unity. So long as we perceive fully the urgency 
and importance of this question, many problems are not difficult to solve. 


From October to December 1979, survey and exploration department No 6 of 
North China Oil Field dispatched a worker recruitment team to Bozhen town- 
ship, Jiaohe County, Hebei Province to recruit workers. The target for 
worker recruitment this time was 160 men, and the qualifications for 
candidates were that they must have a junior middle school cultural level, 
good health, and be of 17-25 years in age. At the time, there were 
altogether 330 youths registered for employment in the whole township; 
among them 84 were Moslems, and after examination 33 of these Moslems were 
found to be qualified. Just as these Moslems were about to go through the 
procedures and start out toward their working posts, the worker recruitment 
team suddenly threw in a monkey wrench by declaring that the oil field work 
was located in the wilderness, where conditions were hard and there were no 
cooking facilities for Moslems; hence Moslems were not going to be hired. 
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Although lo al departments concerned expressed pertinent opinions and 
negotiated with them, the worker recruitment team simply ignored the Party's 
nationality policy and persisted in refusing the Moslems, In the name of 
home visits and adopting means of fault-finding and deception, members of 
the worker recruitment team also went to the concerned streets to pass on the 
word: "Life at the ofl field is hard, and there is no way to take care of 
Moslems; if they want to go, they must eat in the same way as the Hans 
do...,' ete. After this kind of propagandizing on their part, heads of more 
than 20 households indicated that their candidates would no longer wish to 
uo. Some said; "In any case, we cannot change our living habits just for 
the sake of go'ng to the oil field to work.” In the case of some who still 
pleaded repeateauly to go to the oil field to work, the worker recruitment 
team demande’ that each of them must sign a presentable "guarantee" to 
pledge that "alter his arrival in the unit he is going to renege on his 
Moslem habits and make sure to eat from the same pot as the Hans." In the 
case of 19 Moslem youths who failed to sign any "guarantee," the team simply 
openly left ther outside of the worker recruitment operation, thereby 
depriving them of their right to participate in the oil field construction. 


After this question became known, strong dissatisfaction was aroused among 

the local Moslem people. For this reason, the nationality committees of 
Cangzhou Region and Jiaohe County organized a joint work team and went to 
Bozhen township to conduct the investigation; an investigation report was also 
submitted to the provincial nationality committee. When North China Oil Field 
received the investigation report transmitted to them by the province and 
also the comments by leading comrades of the provincial party committee, the 
core group of the Party there immediately convened a meeting to study the 
matter and thereby decided that the deputy commander in charge of personnel 
work, Comrade Mao Huahe [3029 5478 7729], should preside and establish a 
special group to take the responsibility of disposing of the question. 

After it was found to be true through forum discussion and visits, they 
attempted neither to shift their responsibility, nor to drag their feet, but 
immediately adopted decisive measures to solve the question and rectify the 
situation. 


First of all, they proceeded to criticize and educate the personnel of the 
Bozhen township worker recruitment team, pointing out that their approach 
violated both worker recruitment policy and nationality policy, encroached 
upon the equal right of minority nationalities, and sabotaged nationality 
unity. On the basis of elevating their ideological enlightenment, comrades 
involved all consciously examined their errors and sincerely accepted 
relevant criticism. Meanwhile, the commanding headquarters also charged 
survey and exploration department No 6 with the responsibility of submitting 
a written self-examination report. In the case of Moslem staff and workers 
already recruited, they were asked co respect and take care of them as 
regards their living habits; and all those who were not given the Moslem 
food subsidies must now be given such make-up amounts according to 
specifications by the superior level.

RICHES OF MINORITY AREAS DESCRIBED

ferritery of Our Country's Minority Nationality Areas") 


Text] Although the population of our country's minority nationalities make 
up only 6 per cent of the country's total population, the areas of their 
dliatribution make up 50-60 percent of the country's total area. Speaking 
from the point of view of the four modernizations work, the contribution that 
can be made by the minority nationality areas to the motherland will become 
increasingly great. People often say: the minority nationality areas 
urgently need the four modernizations, and the country's four modernizations 
work absolutely cannot be accomplished without the minority nationality 
areas; these are by no means empty words, indeed. 


The nationality areas have rich water resources; the famous Changjiang River, 
Yellow River, and Pearl River, and Heilong River, Songhua River, Tarim 
River, Yalucangbo River, Lu River, Yu River and Ili River, etc., all 
originate or flow through minority nationality areas. Many famous lakes 

euch as the Qinghal Lake, Lobu Lake, Hulunbir Lake, Namu Lake and Erhhai 
Lake, etc., are also scattered in the nationality areas. The areas of 

fresh waters in various autonomous regions and various provincial nationality 
autonomous districts total more than 46 million MU; deposits of water 
resources total more than 300 million DU. Power generation capacity in 

i978 was more than 17 billion kilowatt-hours, and its utilization rate was 
about 2 percent. 


Nationality autonomous districts have vast and fertile fields. Land areas 
already planted amount to roughly 300 million MU, and more than 700 million 
MU of virgin land can still be reclaimed. Some places are important bases 
of our food crops, such as the Yellow River Loop plain in Inner Mongolia 

and Ningxia. Among the food crops of these nationality autonomous districts 
are rice, wheat, tye, soybean, etc.; their yearly yield has already reached 
more than 30 billion JIN. These places also grow plenty of economic crops; 
for instance, in 1978 the annual production of cotton amounted to 1.19 
miilion DAN, and the long-wadding variety of cotton is grown mainly in 





Ainjilang. Yearly production Of sugar Cane amounts to more than 100 million 
DAN, providing more than 360,000 Cons of sugar for the state. Besides, the 
varleties of frult are Numerous; among them are plenty of organes, bananas, 
pineapples, cocoanuts, apples, pears, grapes, and Hami watermelon,

million heetares and making up 37 percent of the country's forest area;

‘uction hae been tnereasing by large margina, with that of 19758 amounting 
to more than 12 million cuble meters, There are also large tracta of 
veonemic toresatea such as rubber, ofl camellia, tong, walnut, etc.

Nn the same year, the state purchased more than 7.5 million fattened pigs, 
re than 600,000 vegetable-eating cows, more than 5.2 million vegetable- 
eating goate, more than 2.1 million cow hides, more than 1.1 million goat 
vides, and more than 107.9 million JIN of wool. Vegetable-eating goats sold 
the state by Xinjiang alone numbered more than 1.79 million, and those by 
ner Mongolia, more than 1,39 million. Precious birds and rare animals 
ilso abound; the panda bears, Asiatic elephants, dotted deer, Northeastern 
t.gerse, polden-haired monkeys, etc., which are known all over the world, 
re mestiy products of the minority nationality areas. 


Mineral resources of the nationality areas are even more abundant, their 
irieties are diverse, their grades rank high, and they have long been well 
<aown domestically and internationally. Among those already surveyed today, 

there are more than 8.4 billion tons of tron ore deposits, more than 41.8 
siilioen tons of coal deposits, and more than 500 million tons of petroleum 
deposits. In 1978, steel production amounted to more than 1 million tons; 
oal, more than 60 million tons; and crude oil, more than 5.7 million tons. 
Nei Monggal has sufficient iron ore deposits. The jasper-iron (4258 4294

natforality autonomous zhou of Honghe, Yunnan has always been called 
“the tin capital.” Resources of mercury in southeastern Guizhou and western 
Hunan and gold in Xinjiang's Altay are relatively abundant. The deposits 
of Tibetan copper are plentiful. Mineral deposits such as Inner Mongolia's 
aluminum, zine and copper occupy an important position in North China. 








lavan Obe's tron ores also contain rare earth elements; the deposits there 
rank Cleat in the whele country. Aa for nonemetal mineral resources, 
Xinjiang's mica, Ningxia's gypaum, Inner Mongolia's alkaloid, iron-alum ores 
and phosphorous ores, and Tibet's tin calconite all hold important ranks in 
the country, Apart from thease, Yunnan's marble and Liaoning's cavern jade 
are all sold tar away within and without the country.

EVGENICS MOVEMENT GALNS MOMENTUM IN CHINA

\Text) FPugenics is not a new branch of science, The eugenics movement was 
founded in 1883, or nearly a century ago, by Britain's outstanding scientist 
Sir Francis Galton under the influence of his cousin Charles Darwin's great 
hook "On the Origin of Species by Means of Natural Selection.” In this 
way, he laid the groundwork for this branch of science. 


Frankly speaking, why should we promote eugenics today? 


The primary reason is that eugenics is a branch of science aimed at im- 
proving the human race, Its primary objective is to limit and eliminate 
the propagation of human breeds judged to have serious hereditary diseases. 
Another objective is to promote the development of a superior human race 

by means of mating physically healthy and highly intelligent individuals. 
The former is called the “negative aspect of eugenics,” and the latter 

the “positive aspect of eugenics." On the negative side of the eugenics 
movement is a measure to discourage marriage between males and females 
related by blood, for fear of producing mentally and physically defective 
children and hence heavy economic burdens on their families and society. 
Since we have tried to produce fine species of animals and plants by cross- 
breeding, why can't we promote eugenics with the aim of improving the 
human breed? 


Biological experiments conducted over 10 or 20 years revealed 3,000 or 
more hereditary diseases, concluding that the genes have undergone changes 
as a result of the nuclear fallout that has taken place in the postwar 
period. It can be said that the modern science of medicine has progressed 
to the point where it can help a child with hereditary disease live until 
the age of puberty. For this reason, negative eugenic measures should be 
developed and put into effect to deal with cases of this nature. Today, 
new ways have been devised to effectively control hereditary and congenital 
diseases, Among them are "counseling about potential hereditary defects" 
and prenatal diagnosis." Through "counseling about potential hereditary

detects,” woteh ineludes tnvesatigations of families, chromosome teats, and 
atatiatical analyals, scelentisatse can guide individuals so aa to avoid the 
propagation of hereditary diseases, “Prenatal diagnosis,” or "diagnosis 
before the birth of a baby" or “diagnosis of the developing child in the 
mother's womb," is aimed at determining whether the fetus in the mother's 
womb ta male or female, whether ite growth is normal, and whether there 


are any symptoms or manifestations of hereditary or congenital diseases in 
thie child, Through testing, decisions can be made as to whether to let 
the pregnancy continue or induce an abortion by artificial means, 
Techniques for prenatal diagnosis include teats of the mother's blood and 
urine, whieh wi. determine whether her baby has contracted hemophilia or 
albiniem; dire t observation of the baby in the womb by means of radiation 
screening and supersonic beam scanning, and by the application of the "fetus 
mirror” (a kind of optical fiberglass); and laboratory analysis of chromo- 
somea taken from the bag of waters in the womb, Thue far, over 40 struc- 
tural defects and physical deformities such as babies without a brain and 
babies with protruding tongue and cracked spine have been discovered as a 
result of prenatal diagnosis, Other biological laboratory experiments 
that have been conducted in foreign countries with the aim of improving 
the human race tnelude the preservation of human sperm and eggs at frozen 
temperatures, artificial ineemination, fetus transplantation, incubation 
of the fetus in the tubes, and other forms of genetic engineering. 


Promoting eugenics also has a significant effect on China's efforts to 
control ite population. We have shifted the focus of the planned parent- 
hood program to persuade each couple to bear only one child. This shift 
requires us to pay attention to the qualities of population and the health 
condition of every newborn infant in our country. 


Piological experimentation with the aim of improving the human race in our 
country remains in the infant stage of development. Comprehensive laws 
governing the study of hereditary characteristics remain to be enacted, 
Also lacking are programs to systematically and extensively educate the 
people in eugenics. For the time being, eugenic counseling and prenatal 
diagnosis are veing provided only on 4 small scale in a few major cities 

in China, and therefore these services still fall far short of the people's 
demands. Vigorous efforts must be made to expand these services, Eugenics 
was a subject of discussion at a forum held in Nanking recently. The 

forum was attended by medical doctors and specialists, professors, and 
etudents of the national prenatal diagnosis study classe from 16 provinces. 
Participants in the forum pointed out" Eugenics is a branch of science 
which covers a wide range of subjects, including medical science, law, 
moral beliefs, traditional customs and habits, and family structure. In 
other words, the study of hereditary characteristics with the aim of 
improving the human species must be expanded to include sociology, codes 

of ethics, education, obstetrics, pediatrics, psychiatry, embryology, 
studies in deformities, and many other related branches of science. To 
brighten the future of our nation, our entire society must attach importance 
to eugenics as a subject of study.

KEPORM OF HIGHER EDUCATION SYSTEM URGED 
Junior Colleges Suggested

train Personnel to the Maxiaua”) 


[Text) It appears that our present 4-year syetem of higher education in 
Guangdong Province is too inflexible and too obsolete to be able to meet 

the needs of the four wodernizations, For this reason, efforts must be made 
quickly to broaden the avenue of education and to train personnel in various 
ways. At present, the inatitutions of higher education must consider it 
absolutely necessary to develop short-term training programs and correspondence 
education, and to enroll students who do not live on the campus. This 
statement was made by professor Luo Xiongeai [5012 7160 2088), assistant 
dean of the Huanan Institute of Technology, and professors Zhu Fuxi [2612 
4395 3556), Wang Mengzhong [3769 1322 6945], and Ceng Jinyi [25862 6602 5030) 
of the Huanan Inetitute of Technology and the Huanan Normal College in a 
recent interview with NANFANG RIBAO's correspondent, They also hoped that 
the leading organs and leading comrades in charge of higher education will 
pay attention to this matter, 


Generally speaking, there are three different systems of higher education 
adopted by western countries, as followr: 


First, 4-year formal university education offering post-graduation courses 
which is comparable to education provided by China's major universities 
mainly concerned with the training of creative scholars and researchers, 
second, colleges concerned with the specialized training in a general way, 
which are comparable to our regular 4-year colleges third, 2-year junior 
colleges mainly aimed at training technical workers, These professors said: 
we are in urgent and great need of the aforementioned third category of 
personnel or junior college graduates who can play a great role in produc- 
tion, More of such short-term colleges should be built in order to provide 
the quickest solution to the current shortage of technical workers in our 
country. During the last few years, the world's developed countries have 
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owed thelr a@t progress in the economic fleld, in science and technology 

to the Succes@tul training of the aforementioned fireat and third categories 
of personnei, in the United States, junior colleges account for almost 

half of the total number of the inacitutiona of higher learning; in Japan, 
J=year education hae also been greatly emphasized, The three professors 
considered it not only absolutely necessary but also advisable to build 

more J=year short-term colleges in our country while calling on our colleges 
to do a good jot of training the firat and second categories of personnel, 


Professor Zhu | said; in the early 1950's, to meet the urgent needs of 
our Firet Five car Plan for technical workers, the Huanan College of 
lechnology provided 2-year training in civil engineering with emphasis on 
surveying, .odvetrial and residential construction, and arcitectural 
structures for industry and homes, The civil engineering department of the 


Huanan Loliege of Technology succeeded in training over 200 students in 
/ years with Che same size of cadres and faculty members it had always had. 
these graduates .ater formed the backbone of a technical force serving 


various construction units, Given its present manpower and material 

resources and with support to be provided by capital construction units, 

the inetitutions of higher learning in Guangdong undoubtedly can train 

similiar students in the future, Professor Zhu Fuxi suggested that a 
comprehensive --year ‘untor college be established in Cuangdong in the near 
future as the best anewer to the current shortage of needed technical workers, 


Professors Luo Aiongeai, Wang Mengzhong, and Ceng Jinyi said unanimously: 

the imatitutions of higher learning in Guangdong should pool their resources 
in offering youths correspondence courses and in enrolling students who do 

not live on the campus, During the past 3 years or more, following the 
Jownfall of the ‘gang of four,’ the Huanan Normal College has graduated over 
},000 students who took correspondence courses as compared with 2,900 graduates 
who lived on the campus, These graduates who took correspondence courses have 
ever since played an active role in economic construction and on the educa- 
tional front, with the exception of the Huanan Normal College, correspondence 
education has vet to be resumed in other colleges, Two years ago, some 
colleges admitted some students who did not live on the campus. But these 
students are now required to live on the campus because our leading organs 

ave failed to offer aid in solving their transportation and lunch problems. 


The three professors said: an assessment of the present status of the 
institutions of higher learning in Guandong and their long experiences in 
education have led them to believe that the prospect of opening many other 
types of colleges (including evening and spare-time colleges and colleges 


which charge tuition) in Guangdong Province is bright. But to tap this 
potential, etforte must be made to resolve a series of problems. For 
example, the contingent of teachers must be reasonably reorganized in order 
to put them to good use, Further efforts must be made to implement the 


policy toward the intellectuals, and to uphold the principles of to each 
according to his work, and of more pay for more work done by teachers in 
orcer to encourage them to work harder than ever, Plans must be adopted to 
mobilize all social forces and to raliy them behind a common endeavor to 
broaden the avenue of education and to help both schools and students solve 
their transportation and lunch probsems. More important, authorities 
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coneerned with education must seriously consider solving the problema of 
placement of atudentsa following their graduation from colleges and how much 
they should be paid once employed, 


Train More Personnel

text] Chinese Language professors Wu Hongeong [0207 1347 5115] and Pan 
Yunzhong [3382 0336 0022), and philosphy professor Ding Baolan (0002 1405 
9695) of the Zhongshan University unanimously urged the insitutions of 
iigher learning to tap and pool their resources to broaden the avenue of 
education and to develop education in many ways in order to train more 
personnel to serve the needs of the four modernizations, 


In an interview with NANFANG RIBAO correspondent, these professors said: 

the system of higher education must be revitalized and the avenue of educa 
(Lon must be further broadened to serve the needs of the four modernizations 
and the public interest. At present, institutions of higher learning in 
cuangdong Province must tap their potentials for broadening the avenue of 
education. For example, the Zhongshan University now has 1,300 teachers and 
nearly 5,000 students, a figure which means that its approximate ratio of 
teachers to students is 1 to 4 compared with its ratio of 1 to 6 during the 
Great Cultural Revolution, and the ratio of 1 to 10 or more in foreign 
colleges and universities. Furthermore, its classrooms are used only 3 to 

4 hours a day and therefore, reasonable arrangments can be made to increase 
their utilization to the maximum. The three professors recommended three 
measures to broaden the avenue of education as follows: 


First, quick efforts should be made to improve the quality of teachers and 
bring their role into full play in education. At present, effective measures 
must be taken to accelerate the training of teachers who are still incapable 
of giving classroom lectures and who thus far account for a considerable 
percentage of college faculty members, Training them to be fully qualified 
teachers is a key to success in broadening the avenue of education. In this 
connection, professor Pan Yunzhong said: college teachers should be 
encouraged to participate in the on-the-job training program on a rotational 
basis with pay, just as college graduates or professional workers are allowed 
to take leave of their jobs to receive advanced training. At the same time, 
qualified teachers should be encouraged to teach as many classes as possible. 
Nevertheless, many of them have been unwilling to do so because they could 
receive ne extra pay for extra jobs done, It must be noted that many middle- 
aged teachers overloaded with teaching assignments have found themselves 
unable to make ends meet with their present incomes. As long as problems 

of thisnature remain unsolved, the prospect of education will not be 
encouraging. In 1956, thanks to the efforts of some retired professors, 
vundreds of students graduated from the Evening College of Literature and 








History jodi: tly sponsored by the Guangdong Provincial Committee of the 
Chinese People's Political Conaultative Conference and the Guangdong 
Provincial Historical Museum, Today, it seems that no difficulties are 
expected in opening some evening colleges, especially those offering 
courses in literature and art, because we can count on the support of both 
active and retired professors in carrying out such training programa, in 
Guangzhou, there are many retired but capable experts or professors who are 
deeply concerned with the education of the younger generation, If well 
organized, they will form a contingent of experienced teachers to alleviate 


the shortage of cCeachers for the proposed evening colleges, 

Second, social. ation of the logistic support for college education is nec- 
essary. At present, all tull-time colleges and universities in our country 
have considerec it necessary to ‘monopolize’ every student activity on the 


campus. As the policy now stands, they provide students with not only room 
and board but also medical care, As a result, a huge contingent of logistic 
supporters like a ‘small society within a larger community" emerged in 
each college, thus deviating the attention of its leadership away from the 
more urgent business of broadening the avenue of education, In foreign 
countries, room and board students account for only 4 emai. percentage of 
student population in every college, and the remainder are students who are 
bused trom their homes to schools every day, Before Liberation, many 
college students were walkers from their homes to schools in China, Since 
Liberation, college students have been required to live on the campus. 
knormous efforts must be made to change this regulation, which has been in 
force for 30 years, Some ways must be found to resolve the problems that 
block the implementation of the plan to broaden the avenue of higher educa- 
tion. For example, colleges can cooperate with urban development and 
housing administration departments in building dormitories for students on a 
contract basis in the neighborhood of the colleges; students who cannot live 
on the campus may feel free to rent these dormitories; the mess halls on the 
campus should become part of the business operated by the state or commercial 
enterprises of collective ownership, as has been the case of groceries and 
candy shops on the campus, 


Third, it is necessary to reform the educational structure and the cadre 
system simultaneously. The reform in the cadre system must be accompanied 

by a measure to ward degrees and jobs to cadres who have achieved successes 
through seit-educationand who have proven their academic achievements 
comparable to college graduates as a result of examinations, The contingent 
of cadres usually can be reinforced by drawing fresh blood from among college 
and middle vocational school graduates under the unified cadre recruiting 
program. In addition, the personnel employment units should also be authorized 
to recruit cadres from society, Only in this way can all well-educated 
people enjoy equal opportunity of employment and all educational systems 

will flourish in our socialist society, 
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
